All Saints chapel last evening to con- 
sider plans for extending the free kind- 
ergarten work in this city was not BO 
well attended as the importance of the 
movement deserved. 
Of course this 


was in a measure dne to the faot that 
there were numerous other attractions 
in town last night, taking the time of 
many who would otherwise have been 
at the meeting. 
Still there was a 


goodly number of people in the chapel 
when the meeting was^called to order 
by Mayor Glidden at 7:30. Mr. Glid- 
den alluded briefly to^the work whioh 
had been carried on in this city and 
then introduced Miss Laws, the well 
known kindergarten worker of Cincin- 
nati. The latter, a very dignified look- 
ing lady, with a pleasing voice, apoke 
for about forty minutes onkindergaiten 
work, receiving the closest attention 
of her audience. She alluded to a 
former vieit to Portsmouth several yeara 
ago when the Bigelow ladies were 
thinking of making a beginning in 
kindergarten work. 
Now, as she un- 


derstood it, the idea was to extend the 
work to place it on a more general and 
a firmer basis, the little band of work- 
ers feeling that the time had come

eral should take a hand in the work. 
The time had gone by when it was nec- 
essary to make a plea for the kinder- 
gartens, the value of the woik being 
recognized on all sides. 
The time was 


also by when the kindergarten was con- 
sidered merely ae a home for the chil- 
dren of the very foot or u luxury to be 
indulged in by the very lion. 
The 


realization had come that it was a 
duty we owed to all children to give 
them a chance to start in the right di- 
rection in life. 
A wave of child study 


was sweeping all over the world and 
everywhere men and 
women were 


busily engaged in studying the prob- 
lem. The need of having young women 
adequately trained to teach the kinder- 
gartens and take care of the children 
wns 
also recognized and 
training 


schools for teachers were also springing 
up all over the land. The idea that any 
one can teach a kindergarten no longer 
prevailed. 
This position carried with 


it serious and rssponsible duties and 
only young women of. the highest stand- 
ard were admitted 'to the 
training 


schools, and they were carefully pre- 
pared for tha noble work. 


Continuing, Miss Laws said that in 


Ohio it was optional with communities 
as to whether the kindergarten work 
should be carried on in connection 
with the public schools, and that a tas 
levy aught be made to support the 
work. 
Experience had shown that the 


bast way was for an association to begin 
the kindergaiten work and gbt familiar 
with it. 
When it was once established 


on a firm basis, then make an effort to 
have it introduced in the public schools. 
That was the way it had been done in 
Boston and other cities where the work 
was now carried on hand in hand with 
the public school work. 


Miss Laws then spoke of the work in 


Cincinnati, and how it had grown from 
one little school in the poorest district 
of the city, started sixteen years ago, 
to a large and flourishing association of 
the present day. The association un- 
dortook the supervision of all kinder- 
gartens, public and private. Instruc- 
tion was given the teachers, and in this 
way the work was kept np to a high 
standard. 
The woik was, and should 


tie, unseotarian. This was the case in 
Cincinnati, and it had brought about a 
beautiful spirit of fellowship, embrac- 
ing all classes and all denominations. 


The work had been found to be of 


valno to all—to the scholars and the 
young women in the training schools 
alike. 
It was broadening and elevat- 


ing in every way to those who would 
undertake the study. 
There were but 


few women, who at some tima or other 
in their lives did not have something to 
do with children, and they were becom- 
ing impressed with the importance of 
the kindergarten. Id was recognized 
by the best educators of the world that

sioner Forman of the internal revenue 
bureau gave a hearing to counsel for 
the United States Brewers association 
ti opposition to the collection of the 
7% per cent rebate on beer stamps sold 
after midnight Friday, July 23, 1897, 
the time, as held 'by the secretary of 
the treasury, when the new tarriS act 
went into effect. 


The association was represented by 


Hon. Benjamin Butterworth, commis- 
sioner of patents. It was contended in 
behalf of the association that the new 
tariff act became operative from 
the 


exact time ^hen it was approved by 
the president, and that this approval 
has no relation 'back to the beginning 
ol the day or to any other -time and 
that the rights ol the brewers in re- 
gard to stamps ordered on July 24 
prior to 4 o'clock p. m. stand upon the 
«ame ground as do the orders of July 
23 or any day previous. 


The demand on brewers for a repay- 


ment of the rebate allowed on stamps 
purchased on that day, therefore, was 
held to be without authority of law. 
Commissioner Forman, at the conclu- 
sion of the hearing, stated that the 
question involved would soon be passed 
upon officially by the hoard of gen- 
eral appraisers and that In all proba- 
bility the matter finally wou'd be sent 
to the courts on a statement of facts, 
for final determination. Pending such 
action the commissioner stated all 
proceedings in 'his office would be sus- 
pended, and collectors of internal rev- 
enue would be advised that the bureau 
•would not for present insist upon the 
collection of tlie rebates where the 
' eame had been allowed.

REVIEW OF TRADE. 


Sold Coming to America From England 


nii<l France. 


New York, Sept. 25.—R. G. Dun & 


Company's 
weekly review of trade 


says: Gold imports have begun direct 
from England and France, besides the ! 
arrival of $4,000,000 at San Francisco 
from Australia for wheat exported. 


The gold received there and started 


for Europe 
amounts to $G,500,000 in 


two days, and the advance of its rates 
by .the bank of England to 2% per cent [ 
eeems little likely to cheek the move- 
ment, in view of heavy merchandise 
balances due to this country and a rise 
in the rate of interest here. 


The August excess of merchandise 


and specie exports over imports was 
not far from $42,000,000, and the Sep- 
tember excess will evidently be larger, 
unless shipments of gold are consider- 
able. 


Merchandise exports from New York 


in three 
weeks of September have 


been 15.3 p«r cent over last year's, and 
imports 13.7 per cent less, and like 
changes on the whole trade for the 
month would result In net exports of 
$53,000,000 
merchandise, besides sil- 


ver. 


Produce markets 'have been uncer- 


tain, closing a fraction higher for both 
wheat and corn, while the decline in 
cotton continues. With 8}fe cents paid 
for spot at the end of August, cotton 
has dropped 1% cents, or 15 per cent 
•in less than four weeks, in spite of a 
revival of manufacture. 


The official ending of the western 


coal strike adds many thousands more 
to the working forae in the mines and 
others in manufactures using bitu- 
minous coal. 
The anthracite 
strike 


has substantially ended, and no ex- 
tensive 
labor 
trouble is threatened. 


The output of coke is now 125,000 
tons, and the price is also advanced. 
Some branches of the iron and steel 
industry are clearly no longer able to 
keep up with their new orders.

5n the United States, against 315 last 
year, and 28 in Canada, against 39 last 
year.
